accuſations laid againſt me is my inconformitic which 
haue fo little inclined to ſo many and ſo earneſt cxhor. 
rations and conferences,as my ſelfe he ſaith can witnes 
to haue been ſpent vpon me, for my berter faſhioning

3 Indeedwhen atthe firſt, by meanes of ſpeciall 
welwillers,wichour any ſuit ofmine, as they very well 
knowe,(although I do nor thinke it had been a mortal

thereof werenot by hin thus wreſted from me. Theſe 
aretheconferences wherewith I haue beene wooed 
to entertaine peace and good agreement. 

As for the vehement exhortations he ſpeaketh 
of, [would gladly knowe ſome reaſon wheretore he 
thought them needtul to be vied. Was there any thin 
foiid in my ſpeeches or dealings which gaue thE ral 
on,who are {tudious of peace,to thinke that I depoſed 
my ſelfe ro ſome vnquiet kind of proceedings ? Surely 
the ſpeciall providence of God, ] doenow ſect was, 
thar the firſt words I ſpake tn this place, ſhould make 
the firſt thing whereot Jamaccuſed, ro appeare not 
only vntrue,but improbable to as many as then heard 
me with indifferent cares, & doe ] doubt notin their 
conſciences cleere me of this fuſpition. Howbeit J 


. grauntthis were nothing it it mighc bee ſhewed that 


my deeds following were notfutable ro my words. If J 
had ſpoken of peace at the firſt and afterwards fought 


- to moleſt and grieue him, by croſſing him in his tun- 


&ion,by ſtorming if my pleafurewerenot asked and 
my will obeyedin the leaſt occurrences , by carping 
needleſly ſometimegat the manner of his teaching; 
ſometimes at this, ſometimes at that point of his do- 
Etrine;1 mightthen wich ſome likelyhood haue beene 
blamed as one diſdaininga peaceable hand wheir hath 
beene offered, Burt if ] be able (as ] am) to proue, that 


my ſeltchaucnow a full yearerogether borne the con- 
| tinu- 
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tinuance ofſuch dealings,not only without any man- 
ner of reſiſtance;but allo without any ſuch complaint 
as might let or hinder him in his courſe; J ſeeno cauſe 
in the wor!d,why of this [ſhouldbe accuſed, valeſle it 
be leaſt ] ſhould accuſe, which J meant not. Ifthere- 
fore I haue given him occaſion to vie conferences and 
exhortations vnto peace, it when they were beſtowed 
vpon me haue deſpiſed them; it willnot bee hard to 
ſhewe ſome 03c word or deed wherwith ] haue gone 
about to workediſturbance:one isnot much,] require 
bur one.Only I require if any thing bee ſhewed, it may 
be proved,and not obicCted only as this is, That 7hauc 
joined with ſuch as haue alwaies oppoſed to any good oraer 
#n this Church,and maae themſelues to be thought inai(po- 
ſed tothe preſent eſtate and proceedings. The wordes haue 
reference as it ſcemeth , vnto.ſome ſuch things as be- 
ing attempted before my comming co the Temple, 
went not o cftcCtually perhaps forward as hee which 
deviſed them would haue wiſhed, An order as I learne 
there was tendred , that Communicants ſhould nei- 
ther kneele,as in the moſtplaces of the Realme; nor (it 


2s in this place the cuſtome is; but walk to the one ſide 


of the Table;and there ſtanding till they had receiued, 
aſſe atterwardes away round about by the other. 
Which being on a ſudden begun to be practiſed in the 
Church,ſomefat wondering what it ſhould meane, o- 

. thers deliberating what to doe - till ſich time as'av 
length by name one of them being called openly ther- 
vnto,requeſted that they might do as they had bin ac- 
cuſtomed which was granted, and as M, Travers had 
miuiſtred his way to the reſt, ſo a Curate was ſent to 


mini» 
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miniſterto them after their way. Whic! vnprofperons 
beginning of a thing, (ſavingouly forthe inconveni- 
ence of needles alcerations otherwiſe harmelefle) did 
ſo diſgrace that order in their conceipt who had to al- 
low or diſallow it, that ittookeno jgkce ,- For neither 
they couldever induce themlelues to thinke it good, & 
itſo much offended 14" Travers who {uppoſed ir to be 
rhe beſt, that he ſince thattime, although contented 
himſelfe ro receiue it'as they do at the hands of others, 
yethathnotthought it meete they ſhould ever receiue 
irout of his, which woulde not admit that order of re« 
ceiving it, and therefore in my time hath beene alwaies 
preſentnot to miniſter but only to be miniſtred vnto. 

6. Another order there was likewiſe deviſed bur 
an order of much more waight and importance, This 
foile in reſpe& of certaine immunities & otherfpecial- 
ties belonging vnto ir ſeemed likely ro bear that which 
i other places of the Realme of Engliddorh nor take, 
* For which cauſe requeſt was madeto fome of her Ma- 
iefties Privie Counſel], that whereas it is providedby a 
ſtatute there ſhould be colleors & ſidemen in-Chur- 
ches,which thing or ſomewhat correſpondent vnto it 
this place did prear'y want, it would pleaſe their H H, 
to motion ſuch a marter to the Ancients of the Tem- 
ple. And according to their honorable manner ofhel- 
ping forward al motions1o grounded,they wrote their 
lerters,as I am informed,to that effect, Wherevpon al- 
though theſe houles never had vſe of ſuch colle&ors & 
fidernen as are appointed in'other places, yer they both 
ereted/abox to receiue mens devotion for the poore, 
appointing the Trealurer of both houſes to take care 
| tor 
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for beſtowing it where neede is, and graunting further 
that if any could be intreated/as inthe end ſome were) 
to vndertake the labour of obſerving mens flackneſle in 
diuineduticsthey ſhould be allowed, their complaints 
hard all rimes,and the faults they complained of, if 4* 
Alveyes private admonition didnot ferue,then by ſome 
other meanesredreſied,but according to the old recet- 
ved orders of both houſes , Whereby the ſubſtance of 
their H.letters were indeed fully ſatisfied . Yerbecauſe 
M* Travars inteded not this, but as 1t.ſeemed an other 
thing,therforc notwithſtanding the orders which have 
beene raken and torany thing I know do ſtand (till in as 
much force in this.Church now as at any time hereto- 
fore: Hee complaineth much the goodorders which 
he doth meane haue becne withltood . Now it were 
hardif as many , as any way oppoſe vnto theſe and the 
like orders in his perlwaſton good, doe thereby make 
themſeclues to be thought diflikers of the preſent ſtate 
and procecdings. It they whom he aimeth at have an 
otherwiſe made thElelues to be thought ſuch; it is like- 
ly he doth know wherein, and will | hope diſcloſe to 
whom it appertaineth, both che perſons whs he rhin- 
keth & the cauſes why hethinketh them ſo ill affected. 
Bur whatſoever the men be, doe their faults make me 
faulty? They do 1t I 1oine my ſelte with them. I befeech 
him therefore to declare wherein I have joined with 
them: Other joining then this with any man here I ci- 
not imagin : It may be I haue talked or walked or care 
or interchangeably vſed the duties of common huma- 
nitie with ſome ſuch as he is hardly perlwaded of, For I 
«n10w no Jaw of God or manby force whereof they
